As an initiative of Mayor LaToya Cantrell, Moving New Orleans
is a multi-modal strategy that is focused on improving the
safety, equity, efficiency and connectivity of the City’s
transportation network.

* Creation of whole mobility networks versus one street at a time
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What Is Moving New Orleans Bikes?

Moving New Orleans Bikes (MNOB) is the first of
several focused strategies to be implemented under this
framework. MNOB is a joint initiative of the Mayor’s

Office of Transportation and Department of Public Works
that is designed to accelerate the construction of a 75-
mile connected low-stress bikeway network.
